Seven hawkers are 
registered to trade in the Borough 2nd periodical 
inspection of their vehicles onsured a satisfactory 
standard being naintained 


Ice-Crean - Food and Drugs /.ct, 1955 — Section 16. 


83 visits were paid to prenises registered for the 
storage and sale of ice crean under the above section. 
72 samples were taken for bacteriological examination 
and submitted to a methylene blue reduction test. 70 
sanples were reported as satisfactory, 61 being placed in 
grade one and 9 in grade two, whilst the two 
unsatisfactory samples were piaced in grade three and one 
in grade four,

Vernin-Infested Prenises, 


Treatment was carried out at 401 prenises involving 
1027 roons on account of infestation by bugs, noths,fleas, 
cockroaches, ants, silverfish, wasps, woodworn and spider 
beetles. Bugs were found in 54 Corporation houses and in 
48 other houses. 


Prevention of Danage by Pests Act 1949, 


Following notification by the occupants, 611 premises 
were inspected and evidonce of infestation by rats found 
at 201 premises and by mice at 399 prenises, All the 
infestations were treated by the rodent operative,
